liyes in the Decatur street fire dis- 
aster. 

Every class, race and. creed. was 
represented in the solemn throng 
which filled the auditorium and over- 
flowed on all sides of the building. 
Rich and poor alike were there to 
ettend the largest and most impres- 
sive funeral services ever held in At- 
lanta’s history. 

Final services for the sixth fireman 
—Captain Casper O. Bone—will be 
held at 2:30 o'clock this afternoon 
from the chapel of H. M. Patterson 
& Son, with interment in Hollywood 
cemetery. Because of inability of 
relatives to reach Atlanta Wednes- 


day, it was impossible to hold Cap- 
tain Bone’s funeral with those of his 
comrades,

Robert Sessions, Birming- 
ham, Captures National 
Prize of $2,000 in Finals 
Held at Washington. 


Washington, May 8.—Robert Ses- 
sions, of Birmingham, Ala., tonight 
won the national oratorical contest 
with six competitors, chosen in region- 
al contests from among about 1,400,- 
000 starters. 

Judges were Chief Justice Taft, 
Justices Van Devanter, Butler and 
Sanford of the supreme court, and 
Attorney General Sargent. John 
Hays Hammond presided and the con-

Stripped almost to the skin by three 
youthful bandits whose hearts were as 
cold as the threatening. muzzles of 
their revolvers; bleeding from cruei 
wounds inflicted by strands of barbed 
wire used to bind him to a tree, and 
bruised and groggy from a severe beat- 
ing, Frank Lawless, 27, of 402 East 
Fair street, Friday night lay in Grady 
hospital, the latest victim of daring 
highwaymen.

His fiancee visited him at 
the hospital Friday night, and while 
definite information was unavailable 
it was presumed that the wedding 
would be held on schedule if his condt 
tion permits. 

Few Clues Available. 

Worn and exhausted by the erden' 
through which he had passed, Lawless 
was able to furnish but little infor- 
mation of value to County Officer 
Tom Davis to use in tracing his as- 
sailants.

Hcnecdbhicad of Survivors 
Leads Atlantan’s Friends 
To Believe He May Have 
Escaped Death. 


Paul H. Norcross, former presi- 
dent of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce and one of Atlanta’s leading 
citizens, who was on the. ill-fated 
steamer Norman when it capsized in 
the Mississippi river near Memphis 
Friday afternoon, was still listed as 
missing on the latest telegraphic re- 
ports reaching The Constitution this 
morning. 

Reports of some of the survivors 
of the tragedy that they had landed 
in marshy spots along the river shore 
far from human habitation and had 
had extreme difficulty in’ establish- 
ing communication with the outside 
world gave strength to the hope that 
Mr. Norcross might still be alive bnt 
unable te reach a telephone or tele- 
graph station. — 

Members of the Norcross family 
Friday night wired and phoned to 
Memphis and other points to try to 
get definite 
the missing Atlantan. 

The tragedy occurred about 25 
miles south ef Memphis while dele- 
gates to the organization meeting of 
the Mid-South Association of Engi- 
neers, were on an outing trip down 
the Mississippi river. 

Telephones rang almost continu- 
ally as hundreds sought news of the 
missing, who were listed in the night 
editions of The Constitution. A spe- 
cial corps of Memphis newspapermen 
was assigned to cover the sinking and 
rushed to the scene in speed boats. 

Mr. Norcross is 42 years old, and 
has been highly honored by members 
of his profession throughout the en- 
tire south. 

He is a member of the drainage 
commission of the city of Chicago,

There was scarcely a dry eye in 
the 10,000 people when, following the 
services, the flower-laden caskets were 
borne by uniformel firemen to wait- 
ing hearses. Relatives and immediate 
friends of the dead followed the 
bodies, and a seemingly endless 
stream of cars bore them away to lay 
the victims of the city’s most tragic 
fire disaster to their last rest. 

Vast Crowd Attends. 

With every seat in the huge audi- 
torium filled, and not even standing 
room left, police were forced to close 
the doors in the faces of several 
thousand people who desired to hear 
the services. Hvuwever, those who 
were unable to gain entrance to the 
building waited patiently throughout 
the services for a last opportunity to 
pay their tribute as the bodies were 
carried to the hearses.

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RULES OF SENATE 


Syracuse, N. Y¥., May 8.—Senate 
rules permitting unlimited debate are 
the country’s strongest safeguards 
against hasty legislation by a coalition 
of the blocs that have sprung up in 
American political life, Senator Moses. 
republican, New Hampshire, declare 
here tonight in an address defending 
those rules against the assaults of 
V&e President Dawes. 8 

Calling attention that the coalitions 


differed from day to day as new lezis- 


lation to cure the ills existing in dif- 
ferent sections are advanced, the presi: 
dent pro tempore of the senate said 
the majorities thus momentarily wel:- 
ed together “are bound to be as reck- 
less as they are ephemeral.” - 

Senator Moses said it was axiomatic 
that the majority had the right to 
rule, but he declared that majorities 
differed from day to day. 

“The majority in the senate,” he 
said, “is no longer partisan or even 
political. In point of fact, except 
through artificial means, strict party 
division is rarely to be had nowadays 
at either end of the capitol, and the 
engrossing questions of federal legis- 
lation nowadays are those of eco- 
nomic import affeefing the material 
interests of sectional grounds of 
states.” 

Detailing his own experiences in 
the senate. Senaror. Moses said he 
could not feel that the rules worked 
more than a fancied hardship. He 
added that he could believe that even 
more seasoned legislators than him- 
self could freely vontemplate a move- 
ment to change them. 

“It is to be observed,” he said,

“Out of respect to the dead fire- 
men, we do not wish to start our in- 
vestization until after Caniain Bone's 
funeral Saturday, but ‘we certainly 
will Le on* the job Monday prepare.l 
to go into every angle of the biqze.” 
. Visits Fire Scene. 

Mr. Sharpe visited the scene of the 
tragedy after the funerals of five of 
the fire victims Friday afternoon, but 
stated that his inspection was only in- 
forma!, and that no pictures were 
taken. 

Chief Cody Friday again voiced his 
determination to probe the affair to 
the uottom, and while he has made 
no charges, said that reports had 
heen brought to him which would 
Wwurrant an exhaustive probe. 

“T still am unable to see how a 
fire could break out at that time of 
night unless someone started it.” he 
srid. ““It appears to me that if the 
fire whs caused hy enreleseness of 
workmen in the warehouse, it would 
lave heen discovered before 3 o’clock 
the next morning, as cotton is a very 
inflammable material, and such a fir 
would he discovered within a_ short 
time after it etarted.

Harris Statement. 


Mr. Harris’ letter follows: 

Editor Constitution: In view of the se- 

vere criticiam appearing in the Atlanta 
papers with reference to the findings of 
the March-April grand jury, I feel con- 
atrained, as foreman of this jury, to ad- 
dress you in-defense of the men who 80 
devotedly served the county as = grand 
jurors, and especially the members of the 
committee cn convict: camps. 
_ IT want to assure the citizenry of the 
state that this grand jury did not unazni- 
mously go on record as positively con- 
demning the present method of punishing 
convicts until the entire subject had been 
carefully studied, and all facts as presented 
in the evidence of the connty officials and 
committee had been given full considera: 
tion, 

It is not my purpose here to enter into 
an argument as to the merits of the case, 
but suggest that whipping of convicts was 
abolished as a result of one-sided presenta- 
tion of the facts, There are ¢ertain facts 
and conditions in connection with the con- 
finement, handling and working of con- 
victs that can not be overlooked but which 
can not be fully comprehended’ by the aver- 
age theoretical reformer. This is a prac- 
t'eal question. based on certain facts and 
conditions, and we can not ‘find the cor- 
rect solution if we are led wholly by senti- 
nent and onr desires, 

The present method of standing a poor 
unfortunate convict in a box that holds 
him in a standing position day and night 
for several days is certainly most barhar- 
ons and far more inhumane than a whip- 
ping post. 

Before criticizing the erand jury, we 
hope that our critics will be sure that they 
are fully advised, and will consider this 
matter from all angles. I fully beieve the 
state made an error in aboishing the whip- 
ning post without finding a hetter snbsati- 
tute than the present cruel inhuman meth- 
od of punishment. Unfortunately, some 
method of punishment is necessary. 

Frvidence proved conclusively that the ef- 
ficiency of convict labor in our county is 
49 per cent of that of free Jabor. This is 
un unfair burden on the taxpaver when you 
realize that the county is supporting from 
CO to ROO convicts.

Scan Water For Bodies. 


At 11 o'clock tonight, according to’ 


reports from the scene, the steamers 
Monitor: and Chisca, both equipped 
with searchlights, were cruising the 
waters at the scene endeavoring to 
locate bodies. Other steamers were 
reported on the way to aid. 

The survivors were taken to a negro 
cabin on reaching the shore and were 
eared for there. It was reported that 
they suffered from the effects of 
contact with quantities of fuel oil that 
flowed onto the waters about the 
sinking vessel.

PROPOSED AIR MAIL. 


At the air mail conference in Sa- 
vannah there were three members 
of congress, and each pledged his 
effort to have the existing laws gov- 


erning air mail service so revised 


that there will be a greater goveri- 
mental encouragement to the estab- 
lishment of the lines. As it is, the 
contractor is paid on a percentage 
basis—that is, a certain portion 9% 
the stamp cancellations. That per- 
centage on a letter requiring a 10- 
cent postage is 8 cents, the gov- 
ernment retaining its normal post- 
age income, as if the letter in ques- 
tion was transported through the 
regular surface mail channels. The 
government makes no 
of any kind, and offers no helo. 
The contractor puts up all the ex- 
pense of lighting the air way, if 
night flyipg is required, and of 
maintaining and operating the fleet 
of ships. The government is se- 
cured by indemnity bonds, etc. 

This provision necessarily means 
that the contractor must rely upon 
other revenues than mail carrying 
-——as, for instance, the transporta- 
tion of passengers’ and parcel 
freight. To do this requires enor- 
mous investments in equipment. 

Analyzing the situation, The Sa- 
vannah News takes a very sensi- 
ble view. It says: 

“An air mail’ route from Atlanta 
to Savannah, and hitched to no other 
route, would right now be a losing 
business. But a route from New York 
to south Flerida, with brief stops 
along the way would be worth while 
in all probability because of the great 
saving of time that a plane could 
make as compared with a train.- A 
letter mailed in Atlanta in the late 
afternoon comes down during the 
night and is distributed the follow- 
ing ‘morning. An airplane service 
would not likely, as yet, speed up 
business at all between Atlanta and 
Savannah, 

“This is'to point out that the sav- 
ing of time is the one excuse for air- 
plane mail service. So; the air route 
must be long; it must be for a much 
greater distance than a train can 
cover in one night. Also there must 
be large populations at each end of 
the route. A New York-southern 
Florida route would likely pay _ be- 
cause it would permit the saving of 
one business day on letters, and for 
passengers, and there is at New York! 
a great business population, while the 
Same sort of population, on a smaller 
scale, may be found down in 
Florida.” 

This is precisely the right view, 
and the keen interest shown by the 
Miami delegation at the Savannah 
conference evidence that that 
city will enter very heartily into the 
proposal to establish not only an 
air mail, but an air passenger serv- 
ice from,,Boston to Miami, via At- 
lanta, touching: other points en 
route, as Jacksonville, for instance. 
It has been stated that citizens of 
Miami alone will subscribe as much 
as $500,000 to such an enterprise 
properly organized.

On Forest Land Taxation 


Editor Constitution: Having read 
Representaive Will H. Stanford’s ar- 
ticle on the forestry situation, please 


me the privilege of ai short 


reply. 

It is not so much that our present 
basis of taxation is hindering refor- 
(station in Georgia as is the matter 
of controlling fores: fires and a prop- 
er knowledge of what can be produe- 
el as a timber cron. 

Our present taxes on cut-over or 
wild lands are not unreasonable’ nor 
unfair to the situation of reforesta- 
tion, but it is vitally important to 
all. who engage in the growing of a 
timber crop to knuw that the present 
rate or basis of taxation. will remain 
fixed or permanent until the crop 
is harvested or shall have been cut. 

I and all others who are familiar 
with reforestation in Georgia see he 
reuson for lower taxes and do not 
recommend ner ask it. 

Lut we do want to stabilize taxes 
on forest crops to all who wish fo en- 
gage in same, .the same as taxes now 
laid on all other crops, and we do 
earnestly implore the coming legisla- 
ture of Georgia to authorize the es- 
talblishment of a state Board of For- 
estry with the nevessary complement 
of experienced foresters in order that 
our people may be properly instructed 
in the art of growing timber and with 
the authority to sce that the present 
forest fire‘laws-on the statutes of the 
state are enforced in order that Col- 
onel Stanford’s constituents. to whom 
he refers, may save their soung trees 
harmless during the first 10 years of 
their struggle for existence, after 
Which they will take care of them- 
selves,

A CHILL WHILE SWEATING. 

One of the pet notions of people 
who are afflicted with-chronie Billings 
trouble is that there is some harm 
likely to follow a very sudden check- 
ing of sweat, for instance, going out 
in the eold immediately after a ‘hot 
bath of any kind. The old fozgy doc- 


‘tors have contributed considerably to- 


ward the spread of this wrong notion 


in the past, and here and there we { 


find one still <coin- what he 
to help the fool idea along. People 
with Billings trouble are generally 
fond of Turkish baths, and owing to 
their trouble they generally hang out 
at the bath establishment for several 
hours, lest they get chilled too sud- 
denly or, as they prefer to express it, 
“take cold.” As nobody knows what 
anybody means by “taking cold,” we 
will leave that out of the discussion 


and consider only the question of sud- 
den checking of swent. 

If the subject of human physiology 
were not in bad odor with our popu- 
lar educational authorities. the ab- 
surdity of this notion would be ap- 
parent to every school boy But there 
ure numerous interests that wield 
great influence in popular education, 
and these interests prefer to keep the 
people as ignorant as possible in all 
such matters, for it is much easier 
misinform the man who has no 
This 
accounts for the great prevalence of 
chronic Billings trouble among the 
badly educated partion.of our popu- 
lation, which portion is about 90 per 
cent of the population. 

When an individual works up an ae: 
tive sweat by vigorous exercise 
any. kind, he is likely to become i#me 
aud sore in the muscles he has exerted 
most. if he happens to be suddenly 
chilled, as by sitting down in a windy 
spot and cooling off too fast without 
any attempt to punt on warm cover- 
ings. But this has nothing to do 
with the checking of sweat. The sore- 
ness or lameness or stiffness may de- 
velop in the case of one unused to 
severe exertion even if there is no 
checking of the sweat or no possible 
chilling, for it is due to the retention 
in the muscle tissnes of some of the 
wast products of oxidation, which 


are earried away through the ciren: | 


lation and not through the sweat. The 
free sweating accompanying very vig- 
orous exertion is simply a natural] 
means of dissipating the execssive heat 
which develops during the increased 
oxidation which -necesarilvy occurs 
during virogoug exercise. The sweat 
contains no increased amount of waste 
mutter. Tt is practically nothing 
but salty water. It carries no ap- 
preciable amount of waste matter and 
no poisonous matter out of the sys- 
tem. It serves no other purpose than 
eooling the hody. This is the sound 
nhysiology of the matter. and T chal 
lenge anyone to take issue with the 
scientific truth here expressed. 

Now. then. children—vou are chil- 
dren so far as your knowledge of hn- 
man physiology’ is concerned—it 
should be fairly clear to you that 2 
sudden chilling after v' “ous exercise 
or work is quite different from a 
sudden chilling after a hot bath or 
artificial overheatine of the body in 
anxsway. The chilling after exercise 
may suffiicen‘lv affect the circulation 
as to retard the removal of waste 
matter and so make the muscles sore 
or lame. A chilling after an artifi- 
cially induced sweat ean have no such 
effect because there is no increased 
oxidation and no increased production 
of waste matter.

We 
have lost out on that boast because of 
eur  too-prolonged self-satisfactior 
with “things as is.’ As IL. have be- 
fore remarked, we must step on the 
gas if we are to retain our crown as 
“the Empire State of the South.” 

The Democrat article reveals the 
truth of The Constitution’s often-re- 
peated claim that what Georgia needs 
in this highly competitive era 
ix wider and better advertisement of 
ber resources and natural advantages 
tor residence and production profits, 

But wide publicity of those offer- 
ings will not suffice to restore the 
state to her former leadership. 

We neel a modernized structure 
of state government in place of the. 
patched-up tea-kettle constitution of 
I8S77. That admirable work of real 
statesmanship has been tinkered and 
tattered until it is a travesty upon 
common sense government. It is diffi- 
cult to vistialize any comparable 
twentieth century progress for Geor- 
gia until she has the wisdom and 
gumption to reduce that rummage 
code into a_-= scientific steel-framed 
constitution. 

We need an honest system of tax- 
ation, not molded into the constitn- 
tion, but committed by that instru- 
ment to a commission of expert econ- 
omists, selected from the best in the 
nation. No bunch of Georgia poli- 
ticians that you and I have looked 
upon in half a century almost could 
frame a just, scientifie tax scheme in 
a thousand years. ‘The truth of that 
statement, raw as it may appear, has 
been with us since 1877 and is with 
us in aggravated verity today. 

This much demonstration has come 
out of our American experimenis 
with budgets and revenues—that 
system of taxation can 
honesty and equity that is not found- 
ed on a full disclosure of the wealth 
of the state and ‘the taxation of il 
upon the basis of its current market 
value. 

Any other scheme opens scores of 
doors for evasion, favoritism and 
frauds. 

The real estate of Georgia, reported 
ts taxable, is figured at about SGSY.- 
971.567, but the federal census of 
1920 registered it at $1,356,685,196— 
or nearly twice as much. And every- 
body who is not a plumb damphool 
knows that an honest 100 per cent 
assessment would put the realty 
values in Georgia over the $2,000,- 
000,000 ° mark. 

Georgia now is the thirty-second 
state in rank of realty values. If 
nssessed as above suggested = she 
would rank fourteenth. 

Her prestige in wealth would goup 
eighteen notches toward the top, her 
rate of taxation reach low visibility, 
and the whines of the Potiphar Vea- 
greens in the general assembly be 
laughed into shame and silence.

Will Ask Airships. 

It is planned to send a special com- 
mittee to Washington to ask gov- 
ernment officials to send to Atlanta 
for this exposition, examples of both 
heavier and lighter-than-air fiying ma- 
chines, and the accessories that go to 
building up the aeronautical indus- 


It in also hoped that one of the big 
Zeppelins, such as the Los Angeles oc 
the Shenandoah, may be sent to At- 
lanta for one day of the exposition at 
least, to remain over the city and 
grounds as long as practicable in or- 
der to show the people of this terri- 
tory just what tremendous strides 
the busines of aerial transportation 
has made. 

In his letter, commending the pro-

Lee Curry, of Lyons, must hang in 
expiation of the murder of Burleigh 
Phillips, in February, 1920, accord- 
ing to recommendation of the Georgia 
prison commission, made to the goy- 
ernor on Friday afternoon. Final plea 
for commutation of Curry’s sentence 
to life imprisonment was made before 
the commission last Monday by E. J. 
Giles, Curry’s attorney, of Lyons. 
George W. Lankford appeared in op- 
rosition-to the commutation petition, 
on behalf of the state. 

Unless Governor Walker refuses to 
folicw the commission's recommenda- 
ticn and exercises the executive pre- 
rogative by commuting the sentence, 
Curry will hang in the Toombs coun- 
ty jail on May 21. 

Curry’s esse is unusual in that he 
hes been found guilty of murder by 
five separate trial juries. Of the 60 
men who have passed on his case, 59 
have voted for hanging. One juror 
held out for life imprisonmept at one 
of the trials, resulting in a mistrial. 
The other four verdicts have all been 
sent to the swopreme court of appeals 
for retrial, the last appeal being re- 
fused a few weeks ago. 

This will be one of the last hang- 
ings in Georgia, inasmuch as the law 
now provides that criminals condemn- 
ed to death shall: be electrocuted at 
the state prison, only those who were 
setnenced prior to the passage of the

“The secret lies in giving it rich 
soil, plenty of water and as small a 
pot as possible.

“The soil should be about one-third 
old manure, with loam, leaf mold and 
sharp sand, and the pot should stand 
in a pan of water, to insure constant 
moisture.” 

“Now, Mr. Burbank, I want to hear 

about your fragrant callas!” 
_ This calla,” said Mr. Burbank, 
“was not so much an accident as an 
accidental discovery that had prob- 
ably Jain hidden in the calla faiily 
for many centuries. 

“The typical callas, you know, have 
no perfume, but one day, among a 
large field of seedlings, one was found 
with a faint perfume. This plant was 
given every encouragement and care, 
and although the first generation of 
seddlings still gave only a faint per- 
fume, among the second generation |

“Yes,” answered Mr. Burbank, “I 
have introduced four other variations 
of callas, and in the course of my ex- 
periments have found great variety 
in the size of the blossoms and the 
bulb and in the coloring of the. so- 
called flower. which is really a modi- 
fied leaf twisted like a cornucopia 
about the central blossom stalk. 

“Some of the hybrid callas are yel- 
low, some are mottled or striped, and 
some partly purple, partly deep yel- 
low or almost white.” ' 

“Are the giant callas white or yel- 
ow 7” 

“Both,” said Mr. Burbank, “There 
was a white giant calla among my 
hybrids whose leaves and blossoms 
stood over six feet high and the 
blossoms eight inches across while 
the Lemon Giant is pale yellow, witb 
leaves mottled white. 

“In contrast tu these is a dwarf 
calla measuring only two inches 
across, the bulbs showed the same re- 
markable variation, some of them 
weighing from two to six pounds, 
while among the hybrids that ap- 
peared were plants having double or 
even triple flowers.” 

The subject of callas was fascinating 
and there were two questions suggested 
by Mr. Burbank’s talk. One I asked 
him and one I saved for another time.

AT NEW ORLEANS. 

New Orleans, May 8.—The cotton 
market was erratic but fairly active 
today and- prices fluctuated frequent- 
ty but within a very moderate range 
and developed no well defined trend. 
Starting out seven points higher Oc- 
tober advanced to 22.58 or 20 points 
above the previous close only to re- 
act 26 points late in the —ree to 
22.32, the day’s low. In the after- 
noon October made a new high at 
22.60 but eased off at the end on 
week-end realizing. The close showed 
a net gain of six points on October 
and four to. five points on other ac- 
tive months.

Eight states, comprising the middle 
Atlantie and east north central 
groups, last year produced 51 per 
cent of the nation’s total output of 


electrie power by public utility plants. 


This percentage is also indicative of 
consumption, since electric power is 
consumed as it is produced. This is 
according to figures just announced 
by the geological survey, showing the 


distribution of the 59,013,590,000 kilo- 


watt hours of electric energy produced 
last year. The above map shows the 
proportion to United States totals of 
1924 electric power output by sec- 
tions in water power and fuel power. 


The two groups above mentioned pro- 


duced 60.7 per cent of all electricity 
produced by fuel power and 32 per 
cent of water power production. It 
is interesting to note that the Pacific 
coast, producing but 6.9 per cent of 
the nation’s fuel power electricity, 
had 25 per cent of all water power 
output. It is also interesting to note 
the changing trend in produetion by 


37.5 per cent of all electricity output 


by utility plants was from water 
power. st year the percentage was 
33.8 per cent, each intervening year 
showing a decline in the proportion of 
production from water power although 
actually the output by this method 
has increased, But while actual out- 
put from water power was about 37 
per cent greater last year than in 
1919, actual wutput from fuel power 
in the same period had increased at a 
faster rate, being in 1924 about 60 
per cent greater than in 1919. 

~ Over 37 million short tons of ena) 
and over 16 million barrels of oil 
were used last year in the output of 
electric energy by fuel. These tre- 
mendous figures, scarcely less: great 
in former years, are catising many 
authorities to urge development of 
water power plants in order to effect 
a saving it the nation’s fuel re- 
sources.. This country has a_ vast 
amount of water power not now being 
utilized and in many localities elec-

vield will be much lower than was ex- 
pected earlier in the season. The con- 
dition reported is 69 per cent of nor- 
mal, as compared with 84 per cent 
one month ago. 

Peach prospécts have changed very 
little during the month and a good 
crop is still expected. The trees are 
not as heavily fruited as they were 
last rear, when trees were overloaded, 
tut the set is sufficient~for a good 
crop. 
Local hail damage has oecurred in 
several places, being particularly se- 
vere in a few orchards near Monte- 
zuma. Local damage was reported 
also in parts 6f Meriwether and Jones 
counties. However, the area affected 
is not sufficiently large to cause any 
material reduction in state prospects. 

Following the mild winter, curculio 
infestation is reported more _ severe 
than for the past few years in the 
‘main commercial peach area. Weather 
conditions during April were mostly 
favorable for the control of this pest. 

A special peach report will be re- 
leased May 16, covering probable ship- 
ments from this state. Ae 

The. mild open weather this spring 
has been favorable for farm work, and 
approximately 10 per cent more plow- 
ing and planting than usual had heen 
accomplished to May 1. The wors 
was nearer completion on May 1 this 
vear than in any year on record. Cot- 
ton planting is nearing completion in 
the northern half of the state; growth 
and germination of recent plantings 
have been retarded by cool, dry weath- 
er. Warm general rains are needed 
over most of the state.

PROTESTS MERGER 


Washington, May 8.—Counsel for 
minority stockholders, who are con- 
testing the Van Sweringen Nickel 
Plate consolidation project, petitioned 
the interstate commerce commission 
today for an order divesting O. P. 
and M. J. Van Sweringen and their 
associates of control of the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio and Hocking Valley 
railroads. 

The request was based upon de- 
tailed allegations of fraud and of 
conduct tending to “despoil Chesa- 
peake & Ohio stockholders” of rights 
and property, which Thomas R. Gay, 
attorney for a minority committee, 
read into the record, but which Com- 
missioner Meyer told him would not 
be received under the commission's 
rules of procedure. 

W. A. Colston, chief counsel for 
the “Nickel Plate interests, was in 
structed to refrain from arguing the 
motion when Mr. Gay concluded. The 
hearing on the merger plan, which 
calls for unification of the Nickel 
Plate, Chesapeake & Ohio, Hocking 
Valley, Erie and Pere Marquette 
railroads was continued to hear the 
views of John E. Oldham, Boston in- 
vestment. banker, as to the public

an. 

Mr. Oldham declared that the Van 
Sweringen plan was in the public in- 
terest, and that the exchanges of 
stock and financial structure pro- 
posed was fair as between the con- 
stituent corporations. Attorneys for 
dissenting stockholders asked for 
time to study his data before cross- 
examination, and after his testimony 
had been completed, the hearing was 
adjourned until Wednesday.

Of Wheat Is U. S. Forecast 


Washington, May 8.—A forecast 
of 444,835,000 bushels of winter 
wheat as this year’s crop was made 
today by the department of agricul- 
ture. A month ago 474,255,000 
bushels were forecast. Last year 
590.037.000 bushels were harvested. 

The forecast was based on the con- 
dition of the crop on May 1 which 
was 77 per cent of a normal, com- 
yared with 68.7 on April 1 this year. 
848 on May 1 last vear and 89.2, 
the May 1 ten-year average. 

The area of winter wheat remain 
ing on May 1 to be harvested was 
about 32,813,000 acres, or 9,504,000 
acres (22.5 per cent) less than the 
acreage sown last autumn and 3, 
625.000 acres (9.9 per cent) less 
than the acreage harvested last year. 

The average harvest acreage for 
the last ten years was 39,264,000 
acres and the average abandonment 
to May 1 in ten years was 11.1 ver 
cent. 

Rye Production. 

Rye production this year was fore- 
cast at 57,968,000 bushels, the fore- 
cast being based on the crop’s con- 
dition May 1 which was 86.8 per 
cent of a normal, compared with a 
forecast of 61,652,000 bushels on a 
condition of 84 a month ago and 
a production of 63,446,000 bushels 
last year when the May 1 condition 
was 88.2. 

The area of rve on May 1 stand- 
ing and intended for grain is esti- 
mated at 4,184,000 acres, compared 
with 4.173.000 harvested last year 
and 4,831,000 the ten-year average 
Marvested aren. 

Stocks of hay on farms May 1 are 
estimated at 15,689,000 tons or 13.9 
per cent of the 1924 crop compared 
with 12,835,000 tons, or 12 per cent 
of the crop on May 1 last year. 

The condition of meadow lands on 
May 1 was 87.8 per cent of a normal 
compared with 89.6, the ten-year 
average. . ; 

The condition of pastures was 
86.5 per cent of a normal compared 
with 84.1, the ten-year average.
